has just been made in the sensa^ 
tional Chadwick case. Jacques Kra- 
kauer of New York filed a petition in 
bankruptcy against Mrs. C. L. Chad- 
wick in the federal court here. Kra- 
kauer is a dealer in laces and embroid- 
ery. 
He claims SCOO to be due him. 


Later Nathan Loeser was appointed 
receiver lor all the property of every 
kind and description belonging to Mrs. 
Chadwick. The receiver was appoint- 
ed by Referee Harold Remington, who 
was empowered to act in the absence 
of United States District Judge Wing. 
Referee Remington fixed the bond of 
Mr. Loeser at $10,000. The latter is 
an attorney of this city. The plaintiffs 
in their petition declare "that within 
four months preceding the filing of 
this petition, while insolvent, Mrs. 
Chadwick paid to D. Wheaton & Son 
of Cleveland §700, with intent to pre- 
fer \Vheaton over other creditors." 
The Wheatons are meat dealers here. 
The adjudicationuncler the bankruptcy 
law of Mrs. Chadwick's affairs will 
mean their full closing up. 
It will 


force a settlement and a complete 
estoppal of further operations by Mrs. 
Chadwick and involve a complete in- 
vestigation, exposure and final dis- 
tribution of her property among the 
various crediirrrs. 


The petition filed against Mrs. Chad- 


wick in behalf of Jacques Krakauer of 
New York and otlArs in Cleveland for 
involuntary 
bankruptcy makes 
the 


claim that Mrs. Chadwick had commit- 
ted an act of bankruptcy, indicating 
jnsolveney. four months ago, by trans- 
ferring to the Savings Deposit and 
Bank Trust company of Elyria of a 
chattel mortgage upon her 
personal 


property at her home in Euclid ave- 
nue, Cleveland. Under the bankruptcy 
law any money paid out upon a debt 
within six months previous to the 
filing of the petition in bankruptcy is 
considered to mean that the bankrupt 
prefers them to other creditors.

The report shows, how- 
ever, that the increase in expenditures 
is on account of the rural free deliv- 
ery service.

ages is small, and the present rate of 
a cent per ounce, the report says, is 
practically prohibitive. Mr. Bristow 
recommends that congress fix a rate 
of 3 cents per pound or any fractional 
part thereof on packages not exceed- 
ing five pounds, mailed at the distrib- 
uting postoffice of any rural tree de- 
livery route. 
If. this special rate were 


established, Mr. Eristow says, it would 
be a great convenience to patrons and 
become a source of revenue to tho de- 
partment. It is estimated that $500.000 
will be needed by the department to 
continue the establishment of rural 
routes as fast as they are favorably 
reported and approved for the remain- 
der of the current fiscal year.

likely that 1,200 routes will be report- 
ed within tho next two months, and 
with this rate the appropriation avail- 
able will be exhausted about Jan. 3o.

Against Department Stores. 


Berlin, Dec. 3.—The reichstag, after 


two days' debate, adopted a resolution 
asking the government to introduce a 
bill for the protection of the middle 
commercial classes against great ac- 
cumulations of capital in retail lines. 
The resolution contemplates a further 
extension of the law against unfair 
competition and the regulation of 
closing out sales so as to prevent 
bogus advertisements, and also seeks 
a remedy against the hardships caused 
by sales on the installment plan. 
Finally the resolution demands the 
prohibition of government officials, in- 
cluding army and navy officers, from 
running 
co-operative 
department 


stores. The Socialists opposed the 
resolution at every point as being an 
inadequate measure and as tending to 
hinder natural economic tendencies.

Berlin, Dec. 3.—Germany's experi- 


ments in using dogs in the suppression

Southwest African rebellion 


have proved highly successful. Many 
dogs were sent out with the previous 
expedition, and a half a dozen will be 
taken on the next transport sailing for 
Africa.
